The 
danger of many former occasions 
served to make more firm the re- 
solve of our people, knit them 
closely together and brought 
strength and resource that match- 
ed the pressure put upon them. 

“When external force succeeded 
and our people were overborne 
physically, they did not abandon 
the struggle nor did they cede 
their rights or surrender their 
will. Even in our failures we were 
in a lasting sense victorious. 

“We are no newcomer among 
nations. Our nationhood is no 
status recently conferred on us 
from outside. But it is something 
peculiarly our own, with its ori- 
gins deep into the past with its 
development a significant portion 
of world’s history.”

Dismissal Pay Proposed 
For War Plant Workers 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—() 
A proposal to provide dismissal 
pay for war plant workers let out 
because of termination of govern- 
ment contracts is being consid- 
ered by a senate military affairs 
subcommittee putting the final 
touches on an industrial demobili- 
zation bill. 

Under a tentative plan the sev- 
erance allowances could not ex- 
ceed one week’s pay for each six 
months of employment, up to a 
maximum of six weeks’ pay or 
$200, whichever is less. 

The general bill, introduced by 
Senators George, Democrat, Geor- 
gia, and Murray, Democrat, Mon- 
tana, would establish an office 
of demobilization to co-ordinate 
the transition of the nation’s econ- 
omy from war to peace. Headed 
by a single director, appointed by 
the president, the office would 
have general jurisdiction over 
contract terminations, disposal of 
surplus government goods, re- 
training and re-employment mat- 
ters.

Badoglio Rule 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(f#) 
The Soviet government played a 
lone hand in giving diplomatic 
recognition to Marshal Pietro Ba- 
doglio’s Italian regime and the 
United States is not even consid- 
ering similar action. 

These points were made clear 
by Secretary of State Hull at a 
press conference today at which 
ihe said: 

1. The United States was not 
consulted by the Soviet govern- 
‘ment although about the time the 
Italian announcement was made 
last week this country did have 
some information as to what was 
going on, 

2. The State Department is now 
assembling all the facts and cir- 
cumstances involved. 

3. The Allied advisory council 
on Italy (U._ S.-Britain-Russia) 
normally would give attention to 
such matters as diplomatic recog- 
nition of the Badoglio government 
in the first instance. Here the 
secretary implied an opinion that 
Russia should have worked 
through the’council although he 
did not specifically say so. 

4. The question whether the 
United States should follow Rus- 
sia’s lead in recognizing the Ba- 
dorlio regime is not arising, 

The American policy is known 
to be based on commitments to 
give the Italian people full oppor: 
tunity to choose their government 
as soon as the military situation 
will permit. Washington and Lon- 
don have agreed that not until 
Allied armies have freed Rome 
will such a condition arise and 
thev are therefore giving the Ba- 
doglio regime limited support 
through military channels until 
that time. 

Presumably Britain was in the 
same fix as the United States with 
respect to information about Rus- 
sia’s intentions to send a represent- 
ative to Badoglia and accept one 
from him. 

The Badoglio government, seek- 
ing to strengthen its political po- 
sition, had asked Britain and the 
United States as well as Russia for 
diplomatic officials. Washington 
and London declined even to give 
the proposal serious consideration. 
Why Moscow did so remains one 
of the many questions puzzling 
Allied leaders as a result of Rus- 
sia’s moves in international affairs 
in the last several months.

Too Indefinite 


“Criminal record involying moral turpitude,” would, if a 
proposal now before Atlanta council's police committee is finally 
approved, prevent anyone from receiving a permit to operate a 
pool room, taxicab, car for hire, liquor store, boarding house, 
bowling alley or hotel. 

It is apparent that the proposal is backed by the best of intent 
on the part of its sponsors. However, it may be questioned whether 
it would be, in operation, in full accord with the ideals of justice 
and fair play presumed to animate American affairs. 

In the first place it is, at least, the presumption that the man 
or woman who violates the laws, who accepts and completes the 
term of punishment imposed by the court, has then paid his debt 
to society in full. If this is so, it would be unjust to further punish 
him by barring him from some half dozen means of earning 
honest livelihood. 

Furthermore, there is no exact definition of the phrase “moral 
turpitude.” There are, to be sure, some crimes which everyone 


will agree involve the moral character of those guilty. There are 
others, though, which are on the borderline. And who shall be 
the judge on this point, when application is made, at some future

Thus a generation of German youth | 
has been taught, since childhood, the twisted, unmoral, pagan | 
ritual of Nazism.

The Hibernians 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 17.—Every country 
has something in its history it does not like to 
read. For that reason it is very difficult for a oe 
citizen to learn the real history of his country. - “sesertags 

I wince when I read the truth of how we treated the peaceful 
Cherokees. “The Trail of Tears” will match almost anything 
heartless and cruel in any other history. 


There is one other story which I thought of on St. Patrick’s Day 
that is not at all pretty. That is the story of Irish labor which 
was brought to this country by the hundreds of thousands, cheated, 
swindled and exploited in the most vicious manner. 

The Savannah Hibernian Society, which is made up of Catholic 
and Protestant alike, inquires not into a man’s religion but only 
into his heart. 

If his heart is all right he is eligible. 

The society had its beginning in 1812. It has not missed a 
meeting since that time. During the War Between the States it had 
small attendance, One year there were a half-dozen in attendance. 
But it met. 

The Hibernians were organized in 1812 because of the correction 
of an injustice. A boat load of Irish laborers arrived in Savannah, 
penniless and without jobs. Unscrupulous labor recruiters in Eng- 
land had sold them passage and assured them that in America 
riches were to be had for the taking. There was no work for them 
in Savannah, but jobs were found in other sections of the nation 
and their passage paid to those jobs. 

Out of that grew the society. Later on it was to discover that 
Irish laborers on the Ogeechee canal were being cheated and de- 
prived of their wages. Lawyers were hired and the wages obtained. 

The society exists to do good. And succeeds admirably. 


SAVANNAH The city has a charm of its own. It is more like 
a European city in appearance than any city in 
the south, It is least like a Georgia city. 

Yet it is, in a sense, Georgia. 

It was here the colonists came. I never understood the objection 
to the truth that many of them were out of debtors’ prison. It was 
here they found sanctuary. It was a semi-socialist state in the 
beginning and it was to make many changes and undergo many 
internal revolts in its time. 

Savannah was more than 100 years old when Atlanta was first 
begun. It was in and around Savannah that the revolution had its 
base in the vast Georgia territory of that time. 

Here the English governor was seized by the Liberty Boys. 
(Many of them were Hibernians.) Here was celebrated the Decla- 
ration of Independence, arriving a month late by courier on horse- 
back. Here the English returned as conquerors. Here came George 
Washington and the French radical and revolutionist, LaFayette. 
WISDOM OF AGE It is an old city and a calm one. It man- 

ages its own affairs. If the rest of the 


State, out of its raw youth and backwoods thinking, adopts laws 
which interfere with personal liberty, Savannah ignores them with 
extreme courtesy but dispassionate calm. 

People live in Savannah. They do not, as soon as they have 
made enough money to afford it, move out of the city limits. They 
remain as residents of their city. The consequence is they always 
have had many of their best citizens active in the affairs of gov- 
ernment.

I Have My Loyalty 


It seems Ralph McGill, according to his column 
just above, has been running into trouble among 
the champions of various breeds of beef cattle. 

| So much so he has announced, tongue in cheek 
he is to be a vegetarian henceforth. 

Now my own ignorance in re beef cattle is so stupendous it 
would be the height of folly to attempt to take sides in any contro- 
versy about breeds. But, when it comes to dairy cattle, that’s 
different. 

All the Guernsey, Jersey, Ayrshire, Kerry, Dutch Belted, etc., 
enthusiasts can say whatever they please. I’m loyal to one dairy 
breed and you can’t shake my conviction it is the best of al! dairy 
breeds. It is the Holstein-Friesian. 

Jersey or Guernsey enthusiasts will 


BUTTERFAT CONTENT 
speak sneeringly of low butterfat 


content in Holstein milk. Conceded. The percentage does average 
lower than that of their pets. But the Holsteins give more milk. 

Let us do a simple mathematical problem. Which is the greater 
value, 100 pounds of 4 per cent milk, or 50 pounds of 5 per cent? 
With the 100 pounds of 4 per cent you get four pounds of butterfat. 
From the 50 pounds of 5 per cent milk you get two and a half pounds 
of butterfat. And, in the first instance, you have about 95 pounds 
of skim milk and buttermilk available for hog feed or some other 
value-producing use. Whereas you have only 46 or 47. pounds of 
such secondary product left from your 50 pounds of 5 per cent. 

(In criticizing above computations, pleas®t remember that four 
pounds of pure butterfat is equal to almost five pounds of commer- 
cial butter.) 

Furthermore, Holstein milk has been shown, time and again, to 
be more digestible than that of the breeds which provide richer 
butterfat content. 


DIGESTIBILITY The fat in milk is present in the form of an 

emulsion, tiny globules, invisible to the naxed 
eye, swimming in the liquid. It is estimated that the average Hol- 
stein cow gives milk of so fine an emulsion it would take 6,000 
of her globules of butterfat, laid side by side, to measure a linear 
inch. 

Not only do Jersey and Guernsey cattle give richer milk, but 
the emulsion is coarser, the fat globules are larger. And anyone 
can understand that the coarser the emulsion the more difficult it 
is to digest the fat. 

That is why, while Jersey or Guernsey milk may be rich and 
creamy and luxurious for people with perfect digestive systems, 
Holstein milk is far better for infants or invalids. 

Furthermore, in other solid content, Holstein milk is more 
nearly like the milk of the human mother than that of any other 


breed. 
BUTTERFAT RECORDS I am not familiar with present-day 
records for individual cattle’s but- 
terfat production. The present world champion may, or may not, 
be a Holstein. But I am sure that the butterfat production for 
the average Holstein cow is greater than that of any other. Be- 
cause, although the fat percentage is somewhat lower, the quantity 
of milk produced is so much greater. 

Of course, different breeds of dairy cattle require different 
kinds of country in which to do their best production. 

Holsteins came, originally, from the level pastures of Holland. 
They are big, slow-moving animals and they are really only 
fitted for places where they can find rich, level pastures. 

It may interest you to know that the Jersey, the small, dun- 
colored cow which gives not so much, but extremely rich, creamy 
milk was first developed as an ornamental animal for the parks 
of wealthy landowners. Something like the deer still used to 
decorate such parks, but with a utilitarian purpose also. 

Origin of the Holsteins? That I do not know. It goes too far 
back into the dim aisles of ancient history. 

I do know the Holsteins are mentioned, as a breed famous even 
in those days, in Caesar’s Commentaries.

Eire Jeopardizes 


Our Invasion Plans 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—The only amaz- 

ing thing about the plans announced by Prime 

Minister Churchill, with the approval of the 

} American government, for the insulation of 

Southern Ireland against Axis spies and diplomatic agents is that 
action of the kind has not been taken before. 


The Irish Free State, or Eire, as it is better known, has been a 
hotbed of Nazi espionage operations since the outbreak of the war. 
Dublin, the capital of the country, has been the headquarters of a 
vast German spy system for several years. From that vantage point 
the Germans have been able to peer closely into British military 
and naval preparations. It has constituted one of their most valuable 
sources of information on Allied plans and maneuvers. 


Heretofore the British have been over-forebearing in their toler- 
ance. But now with considerable numbers of American troops 
quartered in Northern Ireland, and with the time approaching for 
the launching of the second front, it becomes a matter of grave 
importance that Eire be divested of its spy ring. 


As long as the Axis agents, concealing their activities under a 
diplomatic status, are permitted to operate in Ireland, close to the 
scene of our preparations for the invasion, military plans of the 
United States and Britain are in danger of being betrayed. It be- 
hooves us to block that possibility at all costs. 


ENTRANCE IS EASY To understand the gravity of the situa- 


tion, it is only necessary to bear in 
mind how easy a matter it is for the Germans, either themselves 
or through hostile Irishmen, to gain access to Northern Ireland, 
where our forces are concentrated. By virtue of the spy ring main- 
tained at Dublin, it is a simple matter for them to keep informed 
on the troop movements centering at Belfast. 


From any casual observation of our military operations it might 
be possible for the Nazis to foretell with some degree of accuracy 
the time and direction of the blow we intend to strike against the 
European continent. Needless to say, information of that kind 
could be extremely costly to the United States and Britain, in the 
lives of our men that would be sacrificed as a consequence. It 
could even lead to the failure of our invasion plans. 


Should we blindly heed the neutrality policy of a small nation 
when the stakes are so high? Obviously not. We simply cannot 
afford to take a chance, much as we respect Ejire’s desire for re- 
maining out of the conflict. 


SELF-PRESERVATION WARRANTS IT The United 
States and Brit- 


ain are not asking Ireland to join the war, though we conceive an 
Allied victory to be as much to her advantage as it is ours. All we 
are asking is that diplomatic relations with the Axis countries be 
severed and the country be ridden of its present enemy spies. Self- 
preservation gives us the right to demand at least that. 


The Irish, because of their traditiona) difficulties with the 
British, have been reluctant to yield any of their neutrality. But 
then Irishmen, both Northern and Southern, are giving their serv- 
ices by the thousands to the British cause, and the Irish strain is 
one of the most predominant in the American character, which 
means that millions of Eire’s sons are wrapped up in our own war 
effort. 


What we are asking of Ireland, therefore, is that she take steps 
to safeguard the lives of her own countrymen and their descend- 
ants, here and abroad. 


Popular sentiment in the United States and Britain will heartily 
support the demands of Prime Minister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt in the premises, It is inconceivable that we should allow 
the danger of the present situation to continue, 


SPAIN AND ARGENTINA As a matter of fact, the time 
has come, it would seem, for us 
to take a similar firm position with other neutrals like Spain 
and Argentina, which have rendered valuable aid to the Axis by 
harboring diplomatic spy rings within their boundaries. Spain is 
perhaps the worst offender of the lot. From outposts near Gibral- 
tar the Franco government has permitted Nazi agents to occupy a 
front-row seat on our operations in the Mediterranean. Every con- 
voy and naval force that passes through the Strait on its way to 
North Africa and Italy is known immediately to the Germans. 


By the use of these outposts the Germans were able to know 
of the great force we originally put down in Africa at the time of 
the landing we effected there more than a year ago. Only their 
dumbness in not correctly interpreting the information enabled us 
to succeed as well as we did. 


It is not only that Spain and Argentina, along with Southern 
Ireland, have played into Nazi hands by their policy of neutrality. 
The first two at least have been guilty of outright collaboration 
with the Nazis. 


Now that we have gained the upper hand in the war, there is 
no further occasion to coddle these unfriendly governments, the 
leaders of which are Known to be on intimate terms with our 
sworn enemies. We should tell them precisely what we expect 
them to do in the future, and if they don’t like it we should punc- 
tuate our demands with a few well-placed bombs. That is the only 
language the dictators understand.
